Despite the fact that two Presidential nominating con¬ 
ventions had an almost totally captive audience, surveys 
Indicate that they didn’t rate so very high on the viewers’ 
applause meter. Whenever independent stations offered 
other entertainment, the conventions were clobbered in the 
ratings. 

Nevertheless, the three major networks have indicated 
that they will continue to compete in full-time coverage of 
such events, to the exclusion of other offerings. They 
stated recently that this was required by “practical and 
journalistic” considerations. 

We offer a dissent to that "journalistic.” Probably every 
newspaper in the nation gave its readers the most compre¬ 
hensive coverage of the nominations and platform battles 
that it could. Unlike television, however, the press did not 
deny to its public the other news, the features, the enter¬ 
tainment they were accustomed to having. That, of course, 
is the unique genius of the newspaper; it doesn’t have to 
say “Read this right now, or never!” 

Television has its own unique genius. Immediacy. Ir^ 
the field of journalistic coverage, however, it has great 
strides yet to make.

This Ordinance 
shall remain In effect until

SECTION 7. The City Council 
declares this Ordinance to be an 
urgency Ordinance, for the im¬ 
mediate enactment hereof, and 
that the same is necessary to the 
public health, safety and welfare, 
and that the prohibitions Im¬ 
posed herein shall become effec¬ 
tive at once as an emergency 
measure for the following rea¬ 
sons:
